Yenczuelan Delivers TTnmble Apology
to Hootine Crowd, While Members
of His Family Are Forced to Play

the Duteh National Hymn.

The relations between Venezucla
.ll.mi the Island of Curacao arc stirill-
ed to the breaking point. Followihig a
long series of what the residents of
Curacao regard as antagonistic actions
on the part of President Castro di-
rected against themselves  and the
Dutch government mobs gathered in
Willemstad Saturday night and »sun-
day and expressed their resentment
in an attackon the home of 4 Venezue-
lan who had published statements Jde-
rogatory to the residents of the i€land.
They surrounded the German consul-
ate, where the Venezuelan consul hat
taken refuge, and compelled the or-
dering oul of troops so that the constl
might be protected from injury. The

demonstiration hefore the residence ol
the Veneczuelaen consul, Senor Lopez,
occurred Saturday night and although
no actual attack was made it 1s sl
that two shots were fired from the
consul’s house, no one being injured
Prior to this. at about 10 o'cloel
at uight, a mob numbering aboul
1,000 gathered in front of the dwaolline
of a Veuezueln resident who, it 1s ¢
leged, had insulted Curacao in Ve
zuelan papers., They broke down the

doore with stones, and, seizing ths

man. compelled him to sign a paper
which s=et forth an apology for ihe
publication ¢f the statements with
which he was charged. The leafders
of the populace also forced him 1o
make a public apology from the bLal-
conv of the home, while the crowid
below hooted in accompaniment. Fuar-
thermore, members of the man’

family were compelled to play tl
Dutch national hymn while the people

below shouted “Down with Castro!

Long may Wilhelmina live!"
The police were unable 1o cope with

the demonstrators, and their effor:s
in this direction were somewhat fee
ble. No bodily harm was done to ana
one, but the shouting and cheering
continned for a time and then a pro-

LAST WORD TO ROADS,

Shippers Give Ultimatum  on l‘.a.u-l

Increase Tsswe,

The £1.000,000 000 shippers’ com-
bine, formed to resist an advance in
railroad rates, has serrt an ultimatum
to the raiflroads. 1nless the railroads
agree 1o hold the proposed inerease In
rates in abeyance until their reason-
ableness or unreasonableness  can b
passed upon by the interstote cuong-
merce commission the shippers will
appeal to the courts. It is practically
stated in so many words that the ship-
pers will seek to enjoin the railroads
from putting the proposed advance in
rates into effect,

The shippers refuse to consent Lo
the railroads putting the new rates
into effect, leaving the interstate com-
merce commission to passe upon them
after they are in force. The railroads
must get the approval of the com-
merce commission first or the shippers
will fight.

In order to give the railroads one
more chance the shippers will invite
the presidents of all the railroads
north of the Ohio river and west of the
Mississippi to a conference in Chicago
in the near future. Upon the result
of this conference depeuds the greatest
battle between the railroads and ship-
pers ever waged In this country. The
deecision to invite the railroad presi-
dents to a final conference bhefore ap-
pedaling to the courts was taken at a
meeting of the committee of eighteen
appointed at the shippers' couference
last May. Of the eighteen members,
